The Saint John Board of Harbor |‘ 


Commissioners is now busy work- 
ing on plans for more adequate 
port facilities and estimati ne costs 
of new wharves, grain elevato ind 
everything necessary to Head ea 
larger flow of business. 


The establishment of a “Faculty 
of Fisheries” at Dalhousie Univer- 
sity at Halifax is under considera- 
tion.
